Dr. Fothergill brought forward a proposal for a new 
standing order which would compel any committee to report 
to the Council not less often than once in every six months 
subsequent to the date of its formation, advising as to the 
progress made in any subject referred to it, with a statement 
showing the estimated expenditure which had been incurred. 
He admitted that this was suggested by the experience of the 
Psycho-Analysis Committee, which, he said, had not reported 
until three years after its formation. Dr. Langdon-Down, 
however, pointed out that the Psycho-Analysis Committee did, 
in fact, report from time to time; and Sir Robert Bolam also 
made the peint that the question of the continuance of every 
committee of the Association came up at the first meeting of the 
new Council each year. Dr. Fothergill’s motion found no 
seconder. 

It was agreed that the report of the Psycho-Analysis Com- 
mittee should be published, the style of publication being left 
to the Finance Committee to decide. 

The dates of Council and standing committee meetings for 
the ensuing year were discussed. It was agreed to have five 
meetings of Council as usual (in October, December, February, 
April, and June). 

It was agreed to ask Dr. Langdon-Down to serve as delegate 
of the Association at the conference on mental hygiene to be 
held in October next. 

A communication was reported from the League of National 
Life calling attention to the indiscriminate sale and widespread 
advertising of contraceptive appliances, and the need for 
suitable legislation to combat a serious menace to public 
morality and the future welfare of the nation. Dr. Beadles 
hoped that some action would be taken. Every week a practi- 
tioner received advertisements of this kind through the post 
in open envelopes—a very unpleasant thing for lis family. 
Dr. Langdon-Down pointed out that there were two aspects of 
the matter—the scientific and sociological aspect and the purely 
moral aspect—and if action was taken from the latter aspect 
it was liable to be interpreted as taking sides on the other 
aspect also. The Council decided to preceed to the next 
business. 

A report was received from Sir StClair Thomsen and Mr. 
Cairns Forsyth, who acted as representatives of the Association 
at the annual meeting of the Canadian Medical Association. 
Both of them spoke of their exceedingly kind and hospitable 
reception, and stressed the keenness with which the Canadian 
profession was looking forward to the Winnipeg Meeting, 1930. 
Dr. Harvey Smith, President-Elect, said how much they in 
Canada enjoyed meeting the representatives of the home 
Association. 


The Centenary of the Association, 

The preliminary arrangements for the London Meeting, 
1932, the centenary year of the Association, were considered. 
The Chairman said that it was necessary to decide whether 
the city of Worcester should be associated with the meeting ; 
he thought that would be the general wish ef the Council. 
Mr. McAdam Eccles suggested that the meeting, instead of 
being called as usual by the name of the place of meeting, 
should be known as the ‘‘ Centenary Meeting,’ with ‘* London 
and Worcester ’’ added underneath. It was agreed to accept 
the invitation to pay a visit to Worcester, and also to inform 
the Worcester Division that it would be associated with the 
arrangements. 

Sir Robert Bolam said it was obvious that the Centenary 
Meeting must be something quite different from ordinary 
Annual Meetings, that here the Association must prevail and 
bot the locality, however large and prominent, and therefore 
he suggested that the whole matter be referred to an ad hoe 
committee on which London and Worcester would be repre- 
sented. Mr. Turner, while agreeing that the meeting was 
an entirely special one, hoped that the Metropolitan Counties 
Branch would be associated with it as closely as possible. 

Dr. Fothergill said that the centenary was an imperial, not 
a metropolitan, affair. He was sure that the Metropolitan 
Counties Branch, when they considered what the centenary 
meant, would agree that the arrangements should he made by 
a specially appointed committee with a direct mandate from 
the Council. The committee appointed should be first of all 
a small one, charged with drawing up certain rough arrange- 
ments for the Council to consider, and then it should be 
enlarged until it represented the whole field of the Association. 

The Chairman said that the Metropolitan Counties Branch, 


including as it did three of the principal officers, was on; 
strong enough to make itself felt in any arrangements, 

It was agreed that the committee should be called a 
liminary committee, and should consist of the officers of the 
Association and the chairmen of the Dominions and Orpay 
tion Committees, together with Dr. Beadles and Dr, Ch 
Murrell, respectively president and past-president of the Metro. 
politan Counties Branch, with permission to invite a repre. 
sentative from Worcester. 

A communication was received from the honorary Secretary of 
the Leinster Branch stating that it had been unanimous} 
decided to invite the Association to hold its Annual Meet : 
in Dublin in 1933. Sir William Wheeler said that this was e 
a future Council to decide; he merely desired at the moment 
warmly to endorse the invitation.

Appointment of Special Committees. 

The following special committees were reappointed : Puerperal 
Morbidity and Mortality, Ophthalmic, Parliamentary Elections 
Pharmacopoeia, Lunacy Law and Mental Disorder, anq 
Building. Representatives to confer with the Society of 
Medical Officers of Health were also reappointed. A new 
committee set up was the General Medical Services Scheme 
Committee, to consider the co-ordination of hospital services 
in different areas, the association of hospitals and private 
practitioners with the work of the public health services 
and other related matters. ; 

On the motion of Mr. Bishop Harman it was agreed to 
appoint a special committee to investigate and report upon the 
problem of the mental and physical fitness of drivers of motor 
cars, and to suggest what test be recommended for adoption 
ly public authorities. Dr. Morton Mackenzie asked whether 
there was no standing commitiee to which this could be 
referred, but the Chairman said there was no such committee 
unless the reference of the Science Committee were stretched 
to an inconvenient extent. Certain gentlemen were suggested 
as likely to be useful members of the committee, some of them 
on account of special technical qualifications, and the Chairman 
was empowered to make the final appointments. 


Extension of the Association’s House, 

It was agreed that there should be no formal opening 
ceremony of the extension of the Association’s House jp 
Tavistock Square, but that on the occasion of the Autumn 
Dinner, which it is proposed to hold at the House, the 
guests should be received in the new part of the building 
and have an opportunity of inspecting the extensions, and 


also the reconstructed Library and the newly arranged Council’ 


room. The Chairman said that it was proposed on this occasion 
to make the invitations to the dinner a little more widespread, 
so that they would include not only members of the Govern- 
ment, but representatives of other scientific and professional 
organizations, who weuld thus be given an opportunity of 
seeing the home of the Association. 

It was agreed that on a pier of the extension a block should 


be inscribed with the names of the Building Committee, the 
architects, and the builders. On the suggestion of the Chair- 
man it was agreed to add the name of the Financial Secretary 
and Business Manager, whose work in connexion with the 
building, he said, had been beyond all praise. 


CONFERENCE OF LONDON HOSPITAL STAFFS, 


Representation ON Hospitat Comittee. 
A seconp conference of representatives of medica! and 
surgical staffs of the London hospitals was heid at the 
British Medical Association House on July 17th to consider 
further the appointment of representatives of the staffs on 
the Voluntary Hospitals Consultative Committee to be set 


up under the Local Government Act, 1929. The pro-' 


ceedings of the earlier conference were set out in the 
Supplement of July 6th (p. 11). 


Dr. H. B. Brackensury (Chairman of Council) presided over 
an attendance which was larger than on the previous occasion, 
and he reminded those present of the fact that under Section 13

eventually to joining forces with them. He added that this 
was no question of membership of the Association ; ihe Associa- 
tion wanted the best persons to be chosen irrespective of such 
membership. 

Dr. R. E. Sunpett (Seamen’s Hospital) had been asked by 
his colleagues to express his appreciation of, and to support 
the attitude taken by, the Association. Dr, Harotp PrircHarp 
(West London Hospital) explained the further steps which had 
heen taken in pursuance of a plan, emanating from West 
London, to bring together representatives of certain hospitals, 
which he had described at the previous conference. At a 
preliminary meeting it was felt to be best that the staffs should 
meet in the first instance on their own initiative, and not under 
the auspices of any particular body—neither the British Medical 
Association nor the King Edward’s Hospital Fund. <Accord- 
ingly a meeting had heen called, as widely representative as 
possible. for July 30th at the House of the Medical Society 
of London. Mr. A. L. ABet (Gordon and other hospitals) said 
that it was felt at the meeting to which Dr. Pritchard referred 
that there was no guarantee that if the British Medical Associa- 
tion formed a committee it would be accepted by the London 
County Council. Mr. Sanester Siumonps (West London 
Hospital) hoped that the two movements, one initiated from 
West London and the other from the British Medical Associa- 
tion, would ultimately coalesce, but he felt there was something 
to be said for the initial steps being taken by the staffs alone. 

The Crarrman asked whether the mecting agreed to the 
constitution of the large committee as suggested in his opening 
remarks, each hospital being asked to appoint one representa- 
tive—hospitals above a certain size more than one—to constitute 
a preliminary body. 

This was agreed to without dissent. 

Considerable discussion then took place on the action taken 
in West London. Dr. Harotp PrircHarp suggested that the 
British Medical Association might defer any further action until 
after the meeting of July 30th, which he wanted to be 
“untrammelled,”” but in reply to the Chairman he admitted 
that that was not quite the word. The Cramman asked the 
meeting to accept his assurance that the Association did not 
want to intervene in this matter if it was not required, but 
he thought that events had already shown that fewer mistakes 
were likely to arise and more effective result likely to be 
achieved if use were made of the British Medical Association 
Machinery. 

After some further discussion the CHarrMan undertook that 
no further action should be taken until after July 30th, 
when he hoped the meeting, called for a different hour, would 
he more numerously attended, but the more numerously it was 
attended the more emphatic would be its opinion, he was sure, 
in favour of proceeding under professional rather than lay 
auspices. Dr. Prircwarp expressed his acknowledgements of 
the action of the Chairman, and extended an invitation to all 

present, and especially to Dr. Brackenbury, to attend the 
meeting which West London Hospital had arranged. 


THE Mrippiesex ComMMitTree. 

The adjourned conference of representatives of the staffs of 
the hospitals in Middlesex, summoned by the Metropolitan 
Counties Branch, was held at the British Medical Association 
House on July 16th. Dr. H. S. Brances, president of the 
Branch, presided. 


At the first conference on June 20th it was resolved to ask 
the Branch to endeavour to secure the nomination of one repre- 
sentative from each of the smaller or cottage hospitals in the 
area, with a larger number from the Prince of Wales’s 
Hospital, Tottenham, for attendance at the present conference, 
from which conference representatives on the proposed com- 
mittee might be selected. ‘This resolution was now confirmed. 

Dr. Brackensury (Chairman of Couacil) summarized the 
explanation of the position as given by him at the earlier 
conference, and said he thought that from 50 to 60 per cent. 
of the Middlesex hospitals had been represented at the two 
meetings. The suggestion he now had to submit was that three 
representatives be chosen from the Prince of Wales’s Hospital, 
two from the Mount Vernon Hospital, one from the Willesden 
Hospital, and one from each of the other twenty-six hospitals 
in Middlesex, with the proviso that if the total number was 
found to be too large in proportion to the whole committee— 
for approximately only one-half of the committee would be 
representative of the staffs—the number could be cut down 
by having one represeniative for two of the smaller hospitals. 
He added that although the conference was being held under 
the auspices of the British Medical Association it was not 
necessary for the representatives chosen to be members of the 
Association; all that was desired was that the right persons 
should be available to represent the hospitals when the time 
came for the committee to be consulted by the county council. 

A general discussion followed, and questions were asked and 
points raised by Mr. H. W. Carson (Prince of Wales's 
Hospital), Dr. Lancrorp Jones, Dr. SrToker, and 
others. One representative said that small hospitals, like the 
one he represented, were in danger of being swamped by the 
larger hospitals under the new arrangements; he appealed to 
representatives of cottage hospitals to be very active in this 
matter. 

Dr. Futter moved that a representation of the staffs be 
formed on the lines suggested by Dr. Brackenbury—namely, 
three from the Prince of Wales’s Hospital, two from the Mount 
Vernon Hospital, one from the Willesden Hospital, and one 
from each of the others. 

Mr. Carson asked if it was expected that this committee 
should get into touch with the lay governing bodies and form 
a joint committee. The lay bodies were as much alive to the 
need for action as the staffs, and were already taking such 
action in Middlesex. The CHamman said that each repre- 
sentative would get in touch with his own lay committee. 

The resolution proposed by Dr. Fuller was adopted. - 

Dr. Brackensrry said that those who had attended this and 
the, previous conference were definitely representative, and it 
would now be necessary to communicate with the other hospitals 
and ask them to appoint representatives.

Although the Church of Rome could not dain 
Osierv as a son, he was deeply affected by Anglo-Catholie 
influences; it was said that he had owed much to th 
direction of a priest on the other side of the Atlantic, with 
whom he formed an acquaintance in his earlier life. After 
tea and social intercourse, those present at the receptig 
reassembled in the Church of the Holy Name for a brie 
but very impressive act of worship, when the Pontifieg 
Benediction was bestowed by the Bishop. 


MEDICAL MISSIONARY BREAKFAST. 

Unper the auspices of the Medical Prayer Union, a breakfast 

was held at Parker’s Restaurant, St. Mary’s Gate, on Juy 

26th. The President of the Association, Professor Berens, 

was in the chair, and spoke briefly concerning the value ¢ 

medical missions in commending Christianity to backward 

non-Christian races. Dr. Preston Maxwe professor and 

head of the department of obstetrics and gynaecology at the 

Union Medical College, Pekin, gave the address. He remarked 

that one often heard it asked whether the rebirth of China, 

and the opening up of communications both in the way 

travel and by wireless with all parts of the world, had ne 
diminished the need for medical missions. But in fact China, 
which must be thought of not as a country but as a continent, 
was still in an almost wanimaginably backward state in respec 
to medical provision. From 30 to 40 per cent. of Chinese died 
without having seen a physician of any kind, and at least 
25 per cent. of the maternity cases in that land lad the help 
neither of physician nor midwife. Moreover, the truest way 
to help Chinese nationalism in its proper development, invelving 
no peril te the world’s peace, and contributing not a little to its 
life, was to impress upon China by deed and service what the 
Christian religion implied. The opening up of the hinterland 
of China and of other parts of Asia had set an open door before 
the churches. The words of the Master, ‘‘ Greater works 
than these shall ye do,’’ shut out the possibility of anything 
less than first-rate training for all medical missionaries. All 
such missionaries ought to hold a house appointment hefore 
going abroad, and when abroad they ought to have at least 
six months’ work in one of the established mission certres. He 
had seen men who, on arrival in their field, were so deficient 
in knowledge or aptitude that they lost the respect of theif 
Chinese colleagues and had finally to come home. Speaking ef 
the versatility of the medical missionary, Dr. Maxwell said 
that on occasion he had to be a veterinary surgeon-—he himself 
had spoiled one of his best needles in giving salvarsan to @ 
water buffalo, and he had carried out obstetrical operations on 
goats and cats—also a mechanical engineer, able to deal with 
xray and other apparatus on the mechanical side, and with, 
the lighting and water supply, while a knowledge of agriculture 


stood him in good stead. He claimed for the Union Medical

first-rate medical mission colleges in China numbers of graduates 
were being sent out year by year. In China it was very 
“onortant that those who went out as medical missionaries 
should be able to maintain the respect of those who jad received 
training in the country itself. He added that in maternity 
work China was making great strides. Ore of his own residents 
was at the head of the first Government school at Pekin. All 
the old midwives had been gathered in from the city and com- 
elled to undertake some training. The resident declared that 
everyone who went out from the school should be accompanied 
for the first five cases by herself or some competent pewson. He 
cited some pathetic cases of patients who, having obtained 
relief themselves, brought a crowd of their afflicted fellows ; 
and there were disappointments, too, such as the throwing away 
of the results of careful treatment through some careless or 
_ superstitious or ignorant act on the part of the patient. But, 
nevertheless, if he had to choose his life over again he would 
be a medical missionary. The Bishop oF MANCHESTER expressed 
_appreciation of the presence of the President on this occasion, 
in the midst of his busy week, and also of the noble ideal which 
the President had set forth in his address from the chair 
three days previously. As fer Dr. Preston Maxwell, his 
jordship thought that he had proved that whatevee else might 
be allowed to go by default, medical missions must not do so. 
They had won their complete justification.

THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION OF SURGICAL 
INSTRUMENTS AND APPLIANCES, 
DRUGS, FOODS, ETC. 

First Notice. 

OF all the places which during recent years have accommo- 
dated the Exhibitions held in connexion with the Annual 
Meeting of the British Medical Association, none has been 
quite so suitable for the purpose as the City Exhibition 
Hall in Manchester. The hall is within a stone’s throw 
of Deansgate, and so commodious that, although about 
twenty more firms exhibited than on the last occasion, 
there was no crowding or inconvenience. The Reception 
Room was placed at the far end of tie Exhibition, so 
that members, in order to register and obtain their tickets, 
had to traverse at least one of the six long aisles, and 
what they saw on that journey could hardly fail to lead 
them to make a more extended inspection. The Exhibition 
is much more than a commercial appendage to the Annual 
Meeting. It has, as the President remarked in opening 
it, an educational value, for at every turn one may learn 
something about the sources from which come the materials 
used by the profession or the processes involved in their 
manufacture. Moreover, it is a delight to the eve. Every 
year those who have goods to offer seem more concerned to 
present them in an elegant fashion, realizing that a 
medicament is not less effective therapeutically—possibly 

more—for having a pleasant capsule or container. 


Take such a stand as that which confronted the visitor at 
the main entrance, that of Burroughs Wellcome and Co. 
(Snow ‘Hill Buildings, E.C.1). Here were a number of illumi- 
nated hand paintings, excellently done, designed to display 
the sources of eight typical medicaments of vegetable origin 
and eight of animal. Possibly the least familiar of the herbs 
was Ephedra sinica, and visitors may have made their first 
acquaintance here with the appearance of the plant which is 
the source of ephedrine. Another well-staged exhibit was the 
medicine chest—if that description, which suggests bulk, can 
be given to the dainty ‘tabloid ’”’ outfits—of the present-day 
explorer, soldier, and aviator. How Peary, Scott, and the 
Everest climbers were provided in this respect was shown, 
along with dioramic displays of episodes of their achievements. 

The neighbouring stand, that of Arnold and Sons (John Bell 
and Croyden, 50-52, Wigmore Street, W.1), demonstrated the 
latest surgical equipment in stainless steel. The instruments 
ranged from the smallest puncture needle up to the midwifery 
forceps. In the middle of the assemblage of instruments was 
a pedestal operation table, which was constantly being put 
through its adjustments to prove how easily the position of 
the patient could be changed without strenuous exertions on 
the part of the attendants. The firm also showed. in a 
separate alcove, a new and very elaborate audiometer. a 
German invention, with an extraordinary compass of sounds. 
and with means for recording the results of tests of hearing. 

Instead of grouping the exhibits into categories. as we have 
done in previous years, we propose simply to notice them in 
the order in which they would catch the visitor’s eve. It is 
only a superficial glance that can be spared for any one of 
a hundred stands if the whole of them are to be included. and 
we cannot pretend to give a close assessment of the merits 
even of the principal articles exhibited, many of which. indeed, 
have been noticed separately in these columns, while others 
have been household words—or surgery and dispensary words— 
for many years. 

Continuing our progress, then, we came upon a_ rather 
severe exhibit by the side of some other chemical displays, 
that of Bayer Products Limited (19, St. Dunstan's Hill, E.C.3). 
What was shown here was, however, of very great interest 
as illustrating the selective and scientific character of modern 
pharmacy. Among the score of preparations was avertin, the 
well-known basal anaesthetic. the technique of administration 
and action of which was the subject of a film shown in the 
Section of Anaesthetics during the Annual Meeting. Another 
preparation was compral, whose analgesic value in allaying 
nervousness before operation and subduing pain subsequent 
thereto was emphasized. An ingenious form of double ampoule 
for the quick and convenient preparation of a solution of neo- 
salvarsan was also demonstrated here. 

At the next stand some cheerful photographs proclaimed 
the success of “Cow and Gate” milk food (Guildford) as a 


_—— 
well-balanced dietary for infants. Parents, nurses, and aaa 
doctors were also interested in certain devices for feeding 
likely to ensure not only more placid infantile digestions Re 
more peace to the parental pillow. ae 

The common towel on a roller, as used in some institutions. 
for a wipe of the hands by all and sundry, is the dr, 
tailed standard of an unhygienic age, and even the 
irreproachable of towels is not necessarily the last word in 
sanitary equipment. At the stand of Albert Browne, Lig 
(Leicester), one was shown a means of dispensing with the 
towel altogether. Tom Hood describes the gentleman who 
washes his hands with inyisible soap, but here one dried them 
on an invisible towel—that is to say, subjected them for 8 
few seconds to the warm air current emitted from a maching__ 
thoroughly drying the skin and leaving it smooth and soft. 

Across the way an easy chair invited the visitor to a cha 
over the question of insurance, and the choice of a policy 
which is a matter calling for expert assistance. The advice 
of the Medical Insurance Agency (B.M.A. Headquarters 
Tavistock Square, W.C.1) was available, and there was also 
in attendance at the stand a consulting engineer to give advice. 
on the choice and upkeep of motor cars. Next to this was the 
warmest place in the Exhibition, where the luminous heating 
devices of the Dowsing Radiant Heat Company, Ltd. (91-93, 
Baker Street, W.1), were again on view. In addition to the 
cabinets in which the rays from a whole battery of lamps are 
directed upon the body, there were such relatively miner bet 
very useful things as a new protective device for water heaters 
an electric bed-warmer (which, after being connected up hos 
fifteen minutes to the household socket. remains hot for hours), 
and an electrically heated blanket. while the hospital laundry 
had been thought of in the provision of cordless electric irons, 
At this corner, also, one welcomed a new exhibitor (perh 
in anticipation of a future Annual Meeting at Dublin) in the 
shape of Saorstat Eireann. The Irish Free State is evidently 
a land flowing with milk and honey, for these. together with 
eggs and butter, were the staple products of a very pleasing 
exhibit. 

A stall from which an interested group was never absent 
was that of the Restiform Specialties. Ltd. (Pembroke Place, 
Liverpool). Here was a hospital bed which permitted the 
patient (the doctor also permitting) to alter its position as 
he pleased. For ages mankind has suffered from the tyranny 
of. a bed to which the body is expected to conform, but here 
the bed is adaptable to the configuration and posture of the 
body. The idea was extended from the hospital ward to the 
ordinary bedroom. A mattress for fitting te the household 
bedstead was shown, which took any desired position after 
a moment’s adjustment. Another device, incorporating the 
same principle, was a garden chair. which was so seductive 
that it- was rarely unoccupied. Exhibitors from other stands, 
after an exhausting hour or two in the Exhibition. very 
willingly became dummies in order that the advantages of these 
aids to recumbency might be demonstrated on their persons. 
One was left wondering at the almost invariable immobility, 
rigidity, and “ right-angledness ’’ of chairs and couches from 
Tut-ankh-Amen’s day to the present. 

Nutritious-looking loaves and milk foods were to be seen 
—and sampled—at the stand of Montgomerie and Co., Ltd. 
(Glasgow). This firm specializes in berina foods. which are 
adapted to the age and state of growth of infants, and a 
berina bread, which looked very inviting, was stated to be 
‘‘the most digestible in the world.” 

Local enterprise was featured at the next stand, which was 
that of W. E. Bardsley and Co., Ltd. (Manchester), where 
everything needed in the all-electric house or institution was 
on view—electric kettles with automatic safety devices, electric 


irons, sterilizers, and all the domestic equipment of which © 


electricity is the motive force. The variety and convenience 
of the electric fire were also well brought out. 

The art of coffee-making was demonstrated by the H.A.G. 
Coffee Company, Ltd. (40, Theobald’s Road, W.C.1;. whe 
offered a cup of their caffeine-free beverage, which one drank 
while watching an illuminated model of the human form 
illustrating the diseases to which caffeine might contribute. 
or those at least in which it has been held to be contraindicated. 
Certainly the coffee does not appear to lose either in flavour 


or aroma from the removal of caffeine or of harmful propertic?. 


and impurities. 
The next stand, which always had an interested group, was 
the exhibit of Charles F. Thackray (Leeds). Here one of the 
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chief items of interest was the Cameron electro-diagnostic 


equipment. This American device employs transillumination, 
and is intended for the detection of infected conditions of the 
dental processes and the air sinuses. The lamp, which is on 
the searchlight principle, has a curvature which makes it 
ible for the light to be projected at right angles through 
the area under examination, and with a powerful bulb reflector 
and lens the infected area shows up in a surprising manner. 

The loss of translucency at any point indicates some congestion 
or unhealthy condition. Moreover, with the aid of a hand 
mirror, the patient is enabled to see the conditions in his own 
oral cavity, as well as, afterwards, the good result which the 
dental surgeon may achieve. Among other interesting things 
at this stand were syringes for obtaining continuous regional 
anaesthesia; these were of the type advised by Dr. Pitkin 
in opening the discussion on the subject in the Section of 
Anaesthetics. 

Whitfields Bedsteads, Limited (Bordesley), once more ex- 
hibited the cots and bedsteads bearing the great name of 
“Lawson Tait.’’ Every year these mechanisms incorporate 
some improved device, either to secure more comfort to the 

rson condemned to recumbency, or, as by some additional 
facility in a castor, to relieve the toil of the attendant. 
Sponge rubber is enlarging its conquests, and was here shown 
in the form of a mattress. The new harco sponge rubber 
mattress appeared to be a very satisfactory production. 

Lemonade, which is one of the two constituents of the 
Persian’s heaven, the other being black eyes, is nowhere more 
refreshing than under a glass roof on a hot day, and Stower’s 
stand was a well-patronized corner of the Exhibition. Sampling 
their lime juice cordial, we were informed that this was the 
original preparation introduced as long ago as 1862. 

The first bookstall to be encountered was that of Bailliére, 
Tindall and Cox (7 and 8, Henrietta Street, W.C.2), who 
showed a large number of medical works published by them- 
selves and by other houses. It was notable how many books for 
the general practitioner are now issued at a modest price, such, 
for example, as Gillespie’s work on Sleep, and the Treatment 
of its Disorders. A more elaborate treatise, of special interest 
at the present time, was the fifth edition of Tredgold’s Mental 
Deficiency. New volumes in the Students’ Aid Series included 
a work on pharmaceutical Latin, and another on psychology.

Correspondence. 


Payment for Emergency Treatment. 

Sir,—In his letter in the Supplement of July 20th (p. 35) 
Dr. Holmes has missed an important point. He says, speaking 
of the Panel Committee: ‘‘ The only question the committee 
has to decide is, Who has to pay? The Practitioners’ Fund, 
or the panel practitioner on whose list the patient happens to 
be?’’ Under the distribution scheme the committee has 
power to disallow a claim, and in coming to a decision two 
things have to be considered: (1) Was it an emergency? 
(2) Was the doctor available? 

In the case mentioned the practitioner who gave treatment 
informed the committee thaf in his opinion there was no 
emergency, therefore the committee was justified in disallowing 
the claim. 

No amendment of the regulations is necessary. An insured 
person is only entitled to call in another practitioner in 
‘an accident or other sudden emergency ’’; therefore, if no 
emergency exists, the patient must be responsible for the fee.

It was reported that the retiring chairman and the honorary 
secretary, as the representatives of the committee, had met and 
conferred with the chairman and secretary of the Pharmaceutical 
Committee with reference to the adoption of the National 
Formulary in substitution for the present Formulary in the area, 
and that the Pharmaceutical Committee would raise no objection 
thereto, but suggested January Ist next as being a more con- 
venient date for the change than October Ist. The committee 
accordingly decided to adopt the National Formulary as from 
January Ist, 1930 

Reference was made to the agente, which exists relating to 
patients receiving insulin, for whom Fehling’s solution may be 
ordered but not test tubes, and it was decided to notify the 
Insurance Acts Committee with regard to this matter. 

The Honorary Secretary drew the attention of the committee to 
the forthcoming health week which is being arranged by the 
Insurance Committee (of which he is a member), and it was 
decided, as an indication of the value attached by the committee 
to preventive methods, and to show their good will and support, 
that a contribution of £19 10s. be offered towards the Insurance 
Committee’s general expenditure of such effort, the amount avail- 
able being very limited. The committee also decided _to contribute 
a donation of £2 2s., as in previous years, to Epsom College. 


WARWICKSHIRE PANEL AND LOCAL MEDICAL 
COMMITTEE. 


Tue first meeting of the newly elected Warwickshire Panel 
Committee was held at Coventry on July 18th, when the retiring 
chairman, Dr. Herbert Malins (Warwick), was unanimously reap- 
pointed. In accepting this office, Dr. Matins said that he believed 
that before long the influence and importance of the Local 
Medical and Panel Committees would be considerably enhanced, 
especially when the changes which would ensue as the result of 
this year’s Local Government Act were borne in mind. Dr. 
Latimer Greene (Stratford-on-Avon) was reappointed vice-chair- 
man; other offices were filled and representatives appointed, in- 
cluding the appointment of Dr. C. R. Lunn (Olton) as_representa- 
tive to the Panel Conference, in place of the late Dr. William 
Cook.

As the nature of the Insurance Acts Committee's 
recommendation was not known, it was decided to authorize a 
small subcommittee to table any appropriate resolution, rider, 
or amendment on the provisional conference agenda. ’ ’ 

In the course of a review of “ special competence” claims, it 
was decided that ophthalmic examinaiion, including retinoscopy, 
did not fall beyond the scope of medical benefit. 

Arrangements were made for the collection of a voluntary levy 
for the year’s administrative expenditure.
